Some safety center snags

uilding a new North Main Street safety 
Bee will not put out all of the 
Andover Fire Department's fires. 

The department will still need to make 
improvements to its Ballardvale station and 
make smaller additions to its 30-year-old 
West Andover site, says Chief Harold Wright. 

Because of this, and since the fire depart- 
ment will need a temporary structure for the 
downtown firefighters and vehicles while the 
new center is being built, the town is looking 
for ways to kill two birds with one building. 
Instead of building or renting a temporary 
shelter on site, that will be torn down in a 
year or two, Andover officials want to build 
something that can be used for another pur- 
pose later, 

“Td rather spend some of the money on 
getting something we can have in the 
future,” says Selectman Larry Larsen. 


But none of the options seem ideal for 
Wright. 

Larsen suggests buying land in Ballard- 
vale and building something that could later 
become the base for an expanded Ballardvale 
station. 

“Absolutely, we'll have to look at Ballard- 
vale. That’s gone on for much too long,” says 
Wright, of conditions at that station. Part of 
the problem is that another bay is needed at 
both Ballardvale and West Andover, he says. 

But the fire chief is uneasy about tying the 
cost of land for a new Ballardvale station to 
the improvements needed for both the police 
and fire departments at the downtown safety 
center. Police Chief Brian Pattullo and 
Wright have focused on paring the cost of 
that new center for several months.

A Yuletide Saab story 


Andover resident Tony Saler- 
no said goodbye to a loyal com- 
panion last week: his 1991 Saab. 
The car stalled and caught fire in 
front of the Andovers Gift Shop 
last Thursday around 5 p.m. 

Salerno pushed the car to the 
side of the road, and noticed light 
coming from the glove compart- 
ment where the fuse box sits. He 
ran into the shop and requested a 
911 call, after his cell phone failed 
to connect. 

Over the next few minutes, the 
fire spread until the entire car 
was engulfed in flames, before 
the Fire Department was able to 
put it out. 


The heat was so intense that it 
could be felt through the win- 
dows of the gift shop, and shop 
owner Debbie Lane _ insisted 
Salerno step inside, away from a 
potential explosion. 

Salerno and patrons of the 
shop watched through the doors 
of the shop as Andover firefight- 
ers doused the blaze. Patrons and 
employees tried to console him, 
as he watched the car burn. 

But Salerno was philosophical

Bill McCann at the 
center of D.C. discord 


While the future of any- 
one’s job in Washington 
may never be certain, one 
Andover resident with an 
insider’s view is particu- 
larly concerned _ these 
days. 

William “Bill” McCann, 
chief of staff in U.S. Rep. 
Marty Meehan’s Washing: 
ton, D.C. office, says he 
fears the impeachment of 
President Bill Clinton will 
discourage talented people 
from getting involved with public office. 

“Besides setting a terrible precedent in set- 
ting the bar for impeachments,”’ he adds. 

“Tt’s a sad situation. I’m concerned with the 
effect it’s going to have on my generation. In a 
lot of ways, people tune out, he says. 

While others tune out, Washington heats up, 
and McCann, 26, is in the thick of it. 

Meehan recently promoted McCann, son of 
Dr. William and Jill (Gilda) McCann, of Chaise 
Circle. He started by answering mail, and his 
new position is the equivalent of a chief of staff 
job, says McCann, who will have worked for 
Meehan for four years by this February. 

After graduating from Georgetown Universi- 
ty in 1994, McCann’s first job in politics was as a 
legislative correspondent in U.S. Sen. John 
Kerry’s office. 

“That’s the person who answers all the 
mail,” he says. McCann then worked under 
Meehan as a junior legislative aide, an aide and 
legislative director, before becoming head of the 
office. 

While he may be an anomaly among other 
Washington staffers, Meehan’s staff is younger

than most. According to a staff employment 
study by the Congressional Management Foun- 
dation, the average age of people in McCann’s 
job is 40. 

Meehan is served well by a young and ener- 
getic staff, because he tries to get a lot accom- 
plished in a short amount of time, McCann says. 

His new job includes keeping Meehan on top 
of national issues and in touch with local issues, 


such as how the federal government is affecting , 


Andover. The job, McCann says, is no small 
task. Just making sure the office runs efficiently 
takes up to 80 hours a week, he says. 

While long hours and the state of affairs in 
Washington may be a deterrent to some who 
once aspired to work in government, McCann 
recommends it. 

“Public service is a great career path. You 
have a real opportunity to make a direct and 
positive impact on other people’s lives, particu- 
larly those less fortunate,” he says. 

“This (year 2000) election could very well be a 
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referendum on the impeachment 
process,” McCann says. His hope 
for next year’s Congress is to 
“make a concerted effort to 
increase civility,” he says. 

As connected as he is to nation- 
al issues, McCann says he isn't 
planning to uproot anytime soon. 

A graduate of St. Augustine’s 
school, West Junior High School 
and St. John’s Prep in Danvers, 
McCann maintains his address at 
Chaise Circle in Andover, and 
votes by absentee ballot. He pays 
taxes and car insurance to Massa- 
chusetts and makes an effort to be 
in the area. 

While he will admit he wishes 
he could vote in Washington as 
well as in Andover, his political 
aspirations are northward.

DEP report under fire from environmentalists 


By Rebecca Lipchitz 

A new state report on area pollution, already being 
criticized by environmentalists, is part of a project to 
make Massachusetts a world leader in cutting mercury 
emissions, say Department of Environmental Protection 
researchers. 

Mark Smith, deputy director of the DEP Office of 
Research and Standards, presented a portion of a report 
last week in North Andover to an audience that included 
legislators and environmentalists. 

A summary of the study released last week, “Aggre- 
gate Waste Incinerator Assessment: Merrimack Valley,” 
concluded that the cumulative emissions of three area 
incinerators (the NESWC incinerator in North Andover 
and two others in Lawrence and Haverhill) don’t exceed 
states standards for emissions. Smith adds that the 
impending retrofit of the NESWC plant in 2000 would 
reduce emissions of some substances by 90 percent. 

The retrofit, or addition of new pollution control 
equipment for the plant, is required by 2000 under the 
federal Clean Air Act of 1990. Additional pollution con- 
trols imposed by the state for mercury will be added 
between 2003 and 2005, Smith says. 


“We have gone well beyond the (federal) EPA,” Smith 
says of the state’s plans to reduce mercury emissions. “I 
really think we’re out ahead on mercury (controls) 
nationwide and world wide.” 

But local environmentalists with Clean Water Action, 
People for the Environment and the Merrimack Valley 
Environmental Coalition, released a critique of the 
report, charging researchers with ignoring the effects 
pollution — particularly dioxin and mercury — on the 
food chain. 

According to the environmentalists’ report, the fish in 
Kenoza Lake in Haverhill were found recently with mer- 
cury levels of more than three times the Department of 
Public Health’s action level for health advisories, and the 
DEP warned the public not to eat fish from the lake. 

Smith says research on such effects would warrant a 
separate, more complicated study, since the dioxin in the 
environment comes from many sources, including incin- 
erators. 

“The environmentalists brought up valid points. We 
are aware of them and following up. The study doesn’t 
end with the release of our report in two weeks. There’s 
much more work down the road,” he says. 


ConsCom fo try again with wetlands bylaw 


Conservation Commission mem- 
bers are hoping they’ve made enough 
changes to their proposed wetlands 
bylaw to keep it from sinking at Town 
Meeting this year. 

Because its bylaw proposal was 
convincingly shot down in 1998, the 
ConsCom has already met with the 
Planning Board to try to address its 
concerns and gain its support.

Andover Community 
to seek new bids for service 


By Rebecca Lipchitz 

A new company may be 
running Andover Communi- 
ty Child Care (ACCC) next 
spring, as Phillips Academy’s 
contract with the current 
provider, Community Day 
Care of Lawrence, expires in 
June. 

This spring, the school 
will review proposals to run 
the center, rather than just 
extend the lease for ACCC, as 
it has done for the last 16 


years. 

Community Day Care 
runs the center on_ the 
Phillips campus, says the 


center’s founder and Execu- 
tive Director, Sheila Balboni. 
ACCC offers day care for 
children of Phillips’ faculty 
and staff as an employee ben- 
efit, and for a fee to Andover 
residents. 

The center cares for 165 
children, from infants to 
kindergartners, and was 
recently accredited by the 
National Association for the 
Education of Young Chil- 
dren, Balboni says. 

About 28 percent of the 
children in their care are 
children of PA employees, 
Balboni says. The rest are 
mostly those of Andover and 
North Andover residents.

child at ACCC, says she is 
concerned that the timing of 
the possible changeover 
could jeopardize her child’s 
placement in a preschool pro- 
gram. 

“This should have been 
done a long time ago, so 
everyone could prepare,” she 
says. “There was never a dia- 
logue with all the parties, and 
right now, we don’t know 
what the future is.” 

PA spokeswoman Sharon 
Britton says the decision to 
open up the day-care pro- 
gram to competitive bidding 
is part of a 1996 Strategic 
Plan to evaluate all the ser- 
vices offered at the school. 
She adds that parents will 
not have short notice of any 
change. 

The school has hired three 
child-care industry experts to 
help it develop a request for 
proposals (RFP) to be issued 
in January. 

The visiting committee of 
advisers includes Jim Morin, 
an executive at the Harvard 
School of Law child-care cen- 
ter; Darrah Callahan, a Ph.D. 
in curriculum instruction 
and early childhood educa- 
tion who served in the USS. 
Army; and Gail Gettens, 
director of the Children’s 
Learning Center at St. Paul’s 
School in Concord, N.H.

Proposals will be due by 
February 15, and_ school 
administrators expect to 
decide on a candidate by 
March 31, Britton says. 

“Day-care centers typical- 
ly firm up their enrollments 
in April for the following 
school year. With our pro- 
posed RFP time line, we will 
be able to notify parents in 
April what program will be 
offered in July,” Britton says, 
adding that day care will con- 
tinue to be offered for both 
PA families and for children 
from the community in July. 

She also says the decision 
to put the contract out to bid 
was not due to any dissatis. 
faction with the current 
child-care services. 

Balboni says ACCC plans 
to bid on the contract, to con- 
tinue their services there. 

“It’s been a _ wonderful 
experience. We have a com- 
mitment to the parents and 
children, and looking back 
on history, we’re grateful to 
Phillips for this opportuni- 
ty,” Balboni says. 

Community Day Care 
runs a system of child-care 
centers and early childhood 
programs in Greater 
Lawrence, and the Communi- 
ty Day Charter School in 
Lawrence.

Downtown 
dilemmas 


There are a number of good reasons 
why Andover is such a desirable place 
to live. People come here, and stay here, 
because it is a good place to raise and 
educate children, because it is close to 
thousands of jobs and major transporta- 
tion arteries, because it has a relatively 
low crime rate, and because it is a 
delightful mix of cosmopolitan variety. 

Another good reason is because 
Andover has 
the best in New England - 
charm, vitality and practicality. 


But the downtown, like those across : 


the country, is a fragile thing. For it to 
survive and thrive takes wisdom, fore- 
sight, planning and coordination, not to 
mention money. 


So Planning Board members deserve | 


thanks for scheduling a series of hear- | 
ings on what the community’s vision is | 
for the downtown, and how to get there. 

They also deserve participation, and 
it was good to see that they got a fair 
amount of it a week ago, when the first 
hearing took place. 

But that is hardly the end of the dis- 
cussion. There will be plenty of chances 
next year for residents to be heard on 
any issue they like. Planning Board 
Chairman Michael Miller has promised 
that the hearings coming up will be 
devoted specifically to individual 
issues: parking, ambiance, zoning, 
neighborhood impact, the streetscape 
and possible expansion of the central 
business district. 

Of those, probably the most radical 
would is the last of those topics — to 
extend what is known as the “down- 
town” from Main Street itself down into 
the Essex Street, Railroad Avenue, 
Lupine Road area. 

It might make the downtown a bit 
less quaint. But as former Planning 
Board chairman Hooks Johnston says, 
the town itself has grown dramatically 
over the past 15 years, while the down- 
town has not. 

So, the topics are on the table. The 
hearings are coming up. Those interest- 
ed in the health of the downtown (and 
there are plenty who say they are) 
should make it a point to be heard. 

Because there is only so much that 
hearings, discussions and tinkering can 
do. By this time next year, the talk 
should be over, and the action should be 
under way.

Are we our own worst enemies? 


Editor, Townsman: 

The public hearing sponsored by the Massachusetts 
Environmental Protection Agency at the North 
Andover Middle School on Dec. 15 produced a very 
interesting spectacle. 

A well-organized group of mostly North Andover cit- 
izens, acting under the banner of the Clean Water 
Action Alliance of Massachusetts, presented a strong 
political action response to the Environmental Review 
Board’s detailed explanation of its review of the Holt 
Road incinerator plant’s application for renewal of its 
operating license. 

Their message to the board was loud and clear: “We 
do not want the Holt Road incinerator to continue 
operation beyond its present license.” Their reasons: 

1. The two other trash-burning facilities located 
nearby already place an abnormal burden on the air 
quality of the Lower Merrimack Valley without the 
fallout from the 1,200 tons of trash incinerated daily at 
Holt Road. 

9. The amount of pollution already entrapped in 
local water and soil exceeds acceptable levels and, in 
fact, are injurious to our health through locally pro- 
duced vegetables, meat and fish. 

This puts the Department of the Environment, par- 
ticularly the Review Board, in the middle. Apparently, 
current laws of the Commonwealth do not protect 
against any total concentration of pollutants from mul- 
tiple stacks located within a specified area; nor do they

mandate controls over cumulative accumulations of 
pollutants in bodies of water or soil. 

It appears that the board’s mission is limited to set- 
ting standards and controlling emissions from individ. 
ual stacks. If this is true there is a big job ahead to 
move our Legislature to corrective action. 

There is another facet to the total problem, and it 
was raised by the board. Pollution from trash burning 
is but a small fraction of the total sources of pollution 
of our air. 

I am reminded of Pogo’s pronouncement, “We have 
met the enemy, and they are us.” 

1. Our personal vehicles are the greatest source of 
air pollution. An idling vehicle produces 17 times the 
pollution as when driving. SUVs produce more pollu- 
tion than cars. There are far more opportunities to car 
pool. Our mothers or grandmothers walked a mile or 
more to the village center for groceries, why not us? 

2. The Styrofoam trays used to package our gro- 
ceries are a major source of dioxin. They’ve been out- 
lawed in Europe. Why not here? We need much better 
laws to control the input to our trash and to our air. 

A hundred or more local people supported the Clean 
Water Action activists last Tuesday. There will be the 
opportunity to add your support when they approach 
the Legislature. That support will be important to you 
and our kids.

Special needs students fare well, but

Andover students with disabilities 
fared better on MCAS tests than many 
such students statewide, but the test 
still took a toll on them, principals say. 

State education administrators are 
planning to create an MCAS test 
specifically for students with disabili- 
ties within the next two years, but last 
year, all Andover students in fourth, 
eighth and tenth grade took the same 
tests. 

The state released the first round of 
MCAS results in early December, and 
included results for students with dis- 
abilities, or students who are assigned 
an IEP (individualized education plan) 
in the public schools. 

The state allowed schools to make 
various accommodations for students 
depending on their disability, such as 
providing copies of the test in large 
print, taking the test in small groups, 
or allowing a student to use a scribe 
(give the answer to someone who 
would write it down) on portions of the 
test that were not writing tests. 


Vicki Simms, principal of West Mid- 
dle School, says she suspects varied 
interpretations of what the state would 
allow made for inconsistent testing 
statewide, and she isn’t sure how it 
would affect test scores. 

While all students with or without 
IEP plans were allowed an indefinite 
amount of time to complete the tests, 
students could only take so much test- 
ing, principals say. 

Simms says her students scored bet- 
ter on the first test they were given 
than they did on those that came later. 

“The length of time is problematic,” 
Simms says. 

Many principals and 
administering the tests to all students 
say test fatigue was high, particularly 
in fourth grade. 

Norah McCarthy, principal of the 
Bancroft Elementary School, says the 
tests may have done more harm than 
good for special education students. 

“To put them through that was 
indeed an exercise in frustration, and 
in opposition to everything we try to

do. We have to be very careful with our 
expectations, so we’re not setting them 
up,” she says. 

Sondra Finegold, a special educa- 
tion teacher at West Elementary 
School, says her students worked hard 
on the tests. 

“T was exceptionally proud. They 
took it very seriously,” she says, 
adding that none of the students in her 
class failed the tests, despite the fact 
that many had not been taught some of 
the material on which they were test- 
ed. 

Pupil Personne! Director Dr. Cheri 
Webb, head of special education pro- 
grams, says her department is in the 
process of analyzing the data, and is 
not prepared to make any judgments 


on the results.

GUMMING UP THE WORKS 

Periodontal (gum) diseases are caused by bacteria-laden 
plaque, the sticky film that constantly forms on teeth. The 
toxins created by these bacteria irritate the gums and can go 
on from there to break down the attachment of gum tissues to 
teeth. If left untreated, gum tissues can be destroyed and the 
infection can progress to bone loss. In addition to plaque, there 
are also other factors that increase the risk of periodontal 
disease. They include: smoking or chewing tobacco; poorly 
fitting bridges; malocclusions; defective restorations that may

The combination of 
increased stress and increased 
alcohol consumption can lead to 
trouble, says Wright. 

“This is when the stress of the 
holiday takes over. It’s not 
uncommon for there to be a rash 
of domestics on Christmas Eve,” 
says Police Chief Brian Pattullo. 
“When Bob Cronin and I were 
partners a few years ago, we went 
to a house. The Christmas tree 
and its lights and everything 
came through the front door and 
landed on the front lawn. 

“On another occasion, some- 
one had thrown a turkey at anoth- 
er party because they had a dis- 
pute about the fixings,” he says. 

Obviously, such displays don’t 
help improve the already lowered 
spirits of those who have to work 
that day. 

“Tt does make it difficult. But 
policing doesn’t stop because it’s 
a holiday,” says Pattullo, who fig- 
ures he worked 15 Christmas 
Eves in a row at one _ point. 
“There are still accidents, there’s 
still domestics, there’s _ still 
crime.” 

In fact the combination of 
drinking, frantic shopping and

the money problems 
caused by holiday 
shopping can make 
the season a time of 
frequent accidents. 

“And you hate to 
write people up for 
tickets that day, 
because you hate to 
ruin the spirit,” says 
Lt. Arthur Ricci.

Second use of ‘84 bylaw 
Planners approve 
condo complex

A bylaw approved in 1984 to encourage develop- 
ers to build something other than large, single-fam- 
ily homes was used for the first time this week, as | 
Planning Board members approved a new condo- 
minium complex at the Andover Country Club.

Colyer — Not run- While similar plans 


have been proposed almost 
annually for the past 10 
years, this one is the sec- 
ond to be approved under the bylaw, Colyer says. 

Since the multi-family attached cluster bylaw 
was adopted in 1984, the only other project 
approved by the board was never built, Colyer says. 

Eagles Place would consist of 11 separate build- 
ings — eight buildings of three units each and four 
buildings of four units each. 

Of the 36 units, 30 will be built as two bedroom 
units, and six as three-bedroom units, according to 
local planners. 

The development is slated for a 1,200-foot length 
of Bobby Jones Drive off Andover Country Club 
Lane near Beacon Street. 

Since it will consist of mostly two-bedroom 
units, they are geared toward empty-nesters more 
than families with children, and will have less 
impact on the school system than single-family 
homes, Colyer says. 

Residents of the complex will pay for private 
trash pickup and for road and utility maintenance. 

The plan is unusual because it includes three 
kinds of open space within its gates, Colyer says. 
Each unit would have a “limited common area” or 
private backyard space of between 1,235 to 1,851 
square feet. 

Other open space in the development includes 
areas around and between the buildings known as 
“common common area” to be shared by all condo- 
minium owners, and.a 12-acre “restricted common 
area” of golf fairways. 

The plan met with no public opposition, Colyer 
Says. 

The bylaw was adopted to encourage diversity in 
housing stock, Colyer says, but was unpopular with 
developers because density bonuses, or the number 
of units one could build in certain spaces, were too 
restrictive. 

“Tt really wasn’t worth it if (one) could just build 
a single-family home,” Colyer says. 

Before the bylaw was passed, a condominium- 
type development would only be allowed in areas 
zoned for apartment buildings, all of which are full, 
Colyer says.

But having emergency equipment in 
the town yard, down the steep hill of 
Lewis Street could pose a serious prob- 
lem during inclement weather. 

“That hill’s definitely an issue,” says 
Wright. “We’d try to work it so we'd 
move down in the spring after the last 
snowflake falls, according to Bob 
McQuade’s judgment, and come out 
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Chiefs: We've cut all we can from new center 


Andover’s police and fire chiefs have cut as much as they 
can from their proposed new downtown safety center, and 
what is left has a price tag of about $12.5 million. 

“I think the majority of the board (of selectmen) is in favor 
of it. There’s some concern about whether it would require a 
debt exemption override,” says Police Chief Brian Pattullo. 
“We've cut as much as we think we can, but the program 
remains the same. We didn’t come to this with (an attitude of), 
‘Let’s make the program larger so when they cut it we'll be 
OK.’” 

The new design would have five bays for fire equipment 
instead of six. This change would allow for a public entrance 
off North Main Street to remain. A sixth bay would have 
forced the lone entrance to come from smaller Pearson Street. 

The town will also eliminate a fourth floor by putting a fir. 
ing range in the basement of the proposed facility. 

Other older, cost-saving changes include changing the 
design of the shared training facility, eliminating a vehicle 
maintenance garage, and shrinking the size of several rooms 
for superior officers. (“Pazing down the proposed public safety 
center,” Townsman, Nov. 26.) 

“You folks have really shown concern in trying to bring our 
interests into your programs,” said Selectman Brian Major to 
the chiefs at Monday’s selectmen’s meeting. 

“We'll look for your support at Town Meeting,” one of them 
responded. 

“We'll see at Town Meeting,” said Chairman Bill Downs, 
himself a former fire chief. 

Downs and Selectman Larry Larsen favor renovating and 


before the first flake of the fall comes 


adding to the existing center, but Larsen says he will stop bela- 
boring that point. Architects have told the chiefs such work 
would be about as expensive as building new. 

The chiefs say the floor of the garage holding the fire equip- 
ment is one of many areas in such bad shape that it is not 
worth trying to renovate. Architects are concerned that salt 
water from the trucks has damaged the steel holding up the 
floor. 

“I can’t decide why they haven't been shut down, consider- 
ing the problem,” said Larsen. 

“Shhhh,” whispered John Hess. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapcezynski said the reason the exist- 
ing bays can still used is because the heaviest vehicles are not 
allowed in certain areas. 

Selectmen were also critical of the aesthetics of the pro- 
posed building, but the chiefs say its too early to begin serious 
discussions about what the outside of the building will look 
like. 

Some cost reduction ideas rejected by town officials include: 

- lining the outside with cinderblock instead of brick: 

* putting dorm rooms for fire fighters on a second floor: and 

+ building a flat roof. 

“Any architect who works in this area and designs a flat 
roof, maybe should be looking for another profession,” said 
Downs. 

Wright said putting the dorm rooms on a separate floor 
from the fire equipment could lead to injuries as the firefight- 
ers rush to handle emergencies.

down. Idi trust it to (McQuade) as much 
as I would the old Farmers’ Almanac.” 

If the fire department does temporari- 
ly relocate to the town yard, Andover 
would need to move its traffic light that 
allows fire vehicles to enter North Main 
Street and speed to emergencies. 


The town has also considered putting 
temporary fire facilities at the football 
field parking lot on Red Spring Road, and 
is hoping a garage in the downtown area 
is offered for rent. The cost of renting or 
building temporary facilities has not 
been released at this time. 

“We don’t have a firm number on that, 


however we can save some money if we 
can move the fire department completely 
Off site. That will shorten the time frame 
of the project,” Piantedosi told selectmen 
Monday. 

Wright says both a trailer for person- 
nel and space for vehicles will be needed 
while the new center is being built. 


DANA to local officials: Soend more on sidewalks

By the year 2000, Andover officials 
may walk the walk when it comes to fix- 
ing the town’s sidewalks. 

Pushed by the Downtown Andover 
Neighborhood Association (DANA) to 
spend more than the current $400,000 per 
year on sidewalk repair, officials say 
Andover may do so by the turn of the 
millennium. 

Public Works Director Bob McQuade 
says the town has focused on street 
repairs in recent years, spending about 
$1 million per year on 
its roads. But he said 
at a selectmen’s meet- 
ing recently that his 
department will soon 
turn some of that 
financial attention to 
DANA’s favorite sub- 
ject. 

“I think we’re just 
a year or sO away,” 
says McQuade. 

But because DANA 
and McQuade have 
worked together and 
agreed on a_priori- 
tized list of what side- 
walks should be 
repaired, DANA does- 
n't want to see this 
project pushed to the 
side any longer. 

“Td like the town to 
put it down in writing 


and say this is our plan,” says Tom 
Cody, a DANA member and Chestnut 
Street resident. 

In its fall newsletter, DANA contends 
it will take until 2011 to fix dangerous 
sidewalks if the town continues to spend 
just $400,000 annually. DANA wants to 
see $300,000 spent annually on mainte 
nance and $600,000 spent on upgrading 
existing and building new sidewalks. 

“Tt’s been a source of frustration for 
us, because we’ve had a lot of verbal sup- 
port from town government, but we’ve

For many families, Christmas Eve 
wouldn’t be the same without a 
roaring fire and a fiery reading of 
Twas the Night Before Christmas. 

But for those who want to add to 
their Yuletide tradition, or who want 
to try something new, there are a 
number of relatively new holiday 
books that bring home the magic 
and/or meaning of Christmas. 


Best: 

A Small Miracle, by Peter Colling- 
ton should be at the top of everyone’s 
list. 

The somewhat serious 1997 story is 
at turns touching, wonderfully drawn, 
occasionally funny, truly surprising 
and even spiritual. 

There is no text, nor any need for it. 
The illustrations hit all the right 
notes, making the book appropriate 
for both adults and children. 

A Small Miracle is about a poor 
woman who, because she has no cash 
at Christmas time, goes into town and 
tries playing music on the streets for 
money. 

When this fails, she sells her 
beloved accordian — only to have the 
dough immediately stolen by a moped- 
riding thief. 

When the woman sees the same 
man stealing from a church she man- 
ages to stop him, but it appears that 
her struggles have become too much 
for her. Then the tale takes a surpris- 
ing, wonderful turn you’d never 
expect. 

Suffice it to say the holy family 
plays Santa for the woman. 

And the real small miracle of 
Collington’s story is that he success- 
fully gives back to the holy family the 
magical, giving image that Santa has 
usurped over the years. 

I like everything about this book. 


Another winner, geared for the kid- 
dies, is How Santa Got His Job, 
written by Stephen Krensky and illus- 
trated by S. D. Schindler. 

The book shows Santa as a young 
man who is looking for a job. He tries 
to be a chimney sweep, but keeps him- 
self so clean that everybody thinks he 
must be goofing off. So he’s fired. 

Later, he tries his luck as a zoo 
keeper, but shows favoritism for the 
reindeer and is laid off. You get the 
idea. The increasingly larger Santa 
tries a number of professions, none of 
them quite right for him.

Olive is actually a dog. But when 


she hears the line “all of the other 
reindeer...” from a song about 
Rudolph, Olive figures the singers are 
saying, “Olive, the other reindeer.” 

Cursed with a dog’s brain, she 
decides that she must be a reindeer, 
and takes off for the North Pole to help 
Santa. In the end she does. 

It being so busy and all there at the 
North Pole, I’m not sure if anyone ever 
gets around to telling Olive she’s a 
dog. 


Religious: 

For those seeking a less secular cel- 
ebration, there’s The Christmas Story, 
with text from the King James Bible, 
and lavish paintings by Gennady 
Spirin.

Downtown: would bigger be better? 


A former Planning Board chairman 
says the fundamental solution to the 
problems with Andover’s downtown is 
to expand it. 

That recommendation from Hooks 
Johnston, who served for about eight 
years on the board, was probably the 
most radical of those proposed at the 
first in a series of hearings hosted by 
the Planning Board on the future of 
the downtown. 

But it was very much in line with 
the sentiment expressed by about 50 
people who attended the hearing a 
week ago Wednesday. 

There was general agreement about 
the “vision” for the future of the cen- 
tral business district. Some of it was 
about ambiance —— lights, benches, 
trees, trash receptacles, signs and 
building facades. Some of it was about 
more practical and structural ele- 
ments, like parking, traffic and pedes- 
trian controls, zoning to encourage 
retail expansion and the impact of 
downtown activities on neighbor- 
hoods. 

But both were about the ultimate 
goal —- improving both the attractive- 
ness and the economic health of the 
downtown. 

“That was one thing that everybody 
echoed through the night — that the 
downtown is a critical piece,” current 
Planning Board Chairman Michael 
Miller says. “People think it is charm- 
ing. It’s one of the reasons they choose 
to live here. So the look is important, 
and the stores and services are impor- 
tant.” 

But, of course, how to “save” the 
somewhat precarious health of any 
downtown is what tends to tie up local 
officials in any town threatened by 
malls and superstores. It is no differ- 
ent in Andover. 

And that was the main point 
stressed by Johnston, who agrees that 
everything from parking to benches to 
retail space is important, but not fun- 
damental. 

“T’ve been involved in (discussions 
like) this for years,” he says, “and 
every time we meet, we sort of 
rearrange the chairs on the deck. 

“It’s not that those things like 
lights, benches and slowing traffic 
aren’t important. But the fundamental 
issue is that the central business dis- 
trict is too small. 

“The population of the town has 
grown,” he notes, “— virtually dou- 
bled in the past 15 years, but size of 
the central business district has 
stayed the same. When that happens, 
rents go up. The demand increases, 
but there is no increase in supply. So, 
no matter how hard you try, you’re 
not going to get the assortment of 
things you want.” 

Exhibit A, he says, was a recent 


attempt to bring a 
hardware chain to 
town. The model the 
company required 
was 10,000 to 15,000 
square feet, at a rent 
of about $8 per 
square foot. “Our 
rents are at least 
double that, and 
there isn’t that kind 
of space anywhere 
on Main Street,” 
Johnston says. 

He says he’s not 
proposing an expan- 
sion into existing 
residential neigh- 
borhoods, which are 
“nice and stable.” 

Instead, “I’ve pro- 
posed that we look 
at Dundee Park, 
Railroad Avenue, 
Lupine Road and 
the lower Essex 
Street area, which 
are all zoned to 
accommodate com- 
mercial uses, but 
it’s not really hap- 
pening because the 
road system is total- 
ly screwed up.” 

Johnston says he 
and others had 
approached Kevin 
Sullivan, the outgo- 
ing state highway commissioner who 
has been named secretary of trans- 
portation by Gov. Paul Cellucci, about 
a program that provides state money 
to redesign a road system in order to 
spur economic development. 
“He said this was a perfect example of 
what that money was for,” Johnston 
says, adding that he then had a break- 
fast meeting with Miller, state Rep. 
Barry Finegold, state Senator-elect 
Sue Tucker and Selectman Larry 
Larsen to discuss it. 

“We all agreed that this would be 
something good to pursue,” he says, 
adding that two other impending pro- 
jects would “converge” with a redesign 
of the streets. “We’re talking about 
expanded parking for commuters, and 
a new police and fire station, which fit 
right into this,” he says. 

Finally, he predicts that an expand- 
ed business district would take some of 
the traffic pressure off Main Street. 
“This is the vent you’re looking for,” 
he says. 

Miller says the planners are hoping 
for those and other ideas to be dis- 
cussed at a series of monthly hearings 
that will help the board “get back to 
planning, instead of reacting,” to 
downtown issues.

trate on certain “key issues,” includ- 
ing: 

* Streetscape elements. 

- Parking — Cliff Markell, of 
Chestnut Street, suggested the con- 
struction of a parking deck that would 
then allow parking to be limited to one 
side of the street. That, in turn, would 
allow for a narrower street and wider 
sidewalks. 

- Traffic and pedestrian movement. 

« Retail and office mix — Denis 
Ryan, of the Downtown Andover 
Neighborhood Association (DANA), 
recently looked at the town of Lexing- 
ton’s model for limiting street-level 
business to retail. 

“Tt doesn’t exclude financial or 
insurance businesses,” he says, “but 
they have to limit the first floor to 
retail activity, which means a smaller 
footprint, and less of what I call the 
‘Dilbert’ operation, or people in cubi- 
cles on the first floor. 

Ryan says the Lexington bylaw has 
been in place for about 10 years, “and 
is working well.” 

* Neighborhood compatibility.
